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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on December 10, 
2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

• The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 25 recites the limitation "recess" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

5. Claims 19, 21, 24, 25, 27-31 and 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 

being anticipated by US Pat No 5,083,448 to Karkkainen et al (Karkkainen). 

Regarding claims 19, 28, 29 and 34-36, Karkkainen discloses an arrangement for 
guiding the deadlocking of a deadbolt (3) comprising a latch bolt (4) urged by a 
spring (6); an auxiliary bolt (19) urged by another spring (20); and a guide element 
(11). The arrangement further comprises members that are arranged to allow the 
movement of the guide element to the deadlocking of the deadbolt only if the latch 
bolt and the auxiliary bolt are in a retracted position. The elements comprise a stop

member (21) supported by the auxiliary bolt and movable relative to the auxiliary bolt 
and is arranged to act against a protrusion (22) at the guide element. 

As to claim 21, Karkkainen illustrates that the auxiliary bolt is provided with a 
guiding piece that defines the freedom of movement of the stop member and is 
arranged to guide the movement of the auxiliary bolt (attachment #1). 

As to claims 24, 27, 30 and 31 , Karkkainen illustrates that the guide element (1 1 ) 
has an abutment surface that is engaged by the stop member when the stop 
member prevents the guide element moving to the position providing deadlocking of 
the latch bolt and the guide element has a protrusion that prevents the stop member 
moving clear of said abutment surface while the latch bolt and the auxiliary bolt are 
in their protruding positions (attachment #1 ). 

As to claim 25, Karkkainen discloses that the latch bolt (4) is provided with a 
guide surface (at 17) that is arranged to move the guide element (11, by activating 
the switch) so as to release the stop member from a recess. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 20, 22, 26, 32 and 33 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed on December 10, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 
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The applicant argues tliat Karkkainen fails to disclose that the stop member is 
movable relative to the auxiliary bolt (Page 9 Line 26). 

The term "move relative to" means that the stop moves depending on the 
auxiliary bolt. At the instant, Karkkainen CLEARLY illustrates that the stop member 
(21) moves relative to the auxiliary bolt (19). 

The claims are BROAD. The applicant IS REQUIRED to clearly claim the 
invention.
